And 
yet it was a humane arrangement to 
forestall Chinese atrocities." 


Mrs. Drew says it was understood 


between husbands, wives and children 
that in case of defeat the husbands 
would see that all. members of their 
families wore dead before killing them- 
selves. 


"We escaped from slaughter by the 


Boxers only to witness such barbarous 
conduct by Russian troops that it is 
hard to believe. 
But every word of It 


Is true. There was no mercy to expect 
from the Boxers. From the Russians 
mercy was to be expected. 


"But their eyes were blind and their 


hearts stony when it eauie to the cries 
and pleadings of the Chinese women 
and children .they were torturing and 
killing. 
Not a Russian but was con- 


cerned in the diabolical acts. 
They 


pillaged, looted,; tortured and murdered 
right and loft. 


"A timid, frightontd Chinese mother 


would be hidden In a corner of her 
little home. 
She .would have a babe 


in her arms. A big Russian marine or 
trooper would burst open the door. He 
would not stop to see if the -door could 
be opened or the window raised. With 
his heavy boot or the butt of his ritle 
the door would be broken down or the 
window smashed in. 
Having robbed 


the house of Jewelry and valuables, he 
Wfluld then ururder the frightened wo- 
man hiding in the corner. A thrust of 
the bayonet and a scream would end 
her existence.

bayonet, the

emerge from the house to-the'street.
